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Dr. James R. von Feldt is the president and founder of VONTECH, Inc. 
His background is one of accomplishment in the areas of engineering, 
education, and learning technology. His Ph.D. was completed at the 
University of Missouri with emphasis in CAI (Computer Assisted In- 


struction).
